Bor an inexpensive list which will give you the 
ooins on which there is a premium, I would refer you to the 
"Bilder Rare Coin Book", which egn be obtained in paper bind- 
ing for someth ne like a dorian It is published by the 
Elder Coin & Curie Company, 21 West 35th Street, New York. 
As for st I ean refer you to the New York Coin & 
Stamp Company, 1 West 30th Street, New York, as the only 
one I know among the score in New York City. Most of them
